dery from the Theopneult Aboliab, would at 
| leaſt for the honor of being reckon'd to be the 
| firſt, be allo reckon'd to be the beſt of any An» 
tiquarie's Keirelia, ET | 
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And as it is in the Things of Arr, ſois ir 
allo in thoſe of Nature . How do the Gentle» 
men of Venice delight themſclves in their 
Antiquity? and yetthey travel for their O-iginal 
no farther back then the ſteve of Troy: where. 
as the Arcadiens derive their Pedigree even 
from Fupiter and (alto, and will needs have 
their Nation exceed the Moon in Sentority. 
Nay, though Z#zypt (in the Judgment cf x Di- 
odorus the Siceleote ) hath betrer pretenſ1ons 
then any other, yetthe Barbarians as well as 
Greeks have ſtill affeRed a Primogeniture , Nay 
ſo far has this Ambition tranſported ſome , that' 
they will needs have been begun from befor e 
the Protoplaſt, as it were itching to be as old as 
the Fulianperiod, 764 years before the begin- 
ning ofthe Y/Yorld.

againſt the old (ufom of their Divorce. Whilſt | 
they had made themſelves drunk with their 
muddy Rreams, He dire&ted them to the Foun. 
tain to drinkthemſelues into ſobriety. They inſi. 
ſted alcogether on the Moſaicat Diſpenſation, But 
He endeavour'd to reform them by the moſt 
Primitive inflitution. They alledged a (uſtom, 
bat He a Law. They a Permiſ$10n,and that from 
Moſes; But He a Precept, and that from God. 
They did reckon from afar off,Burnot, as He, 
from the Beginning. 

In thatone Queſtion of the Phariſees ,* YVþy 
did Moſes command us to give her a writing of 
Divorce, and to pat ber away F they put a Fal. 
Lacy apon Chrift, call d Plurium Interrogationum, 
For Moſes onely permitted them to put ber away, 
bur commandedthe ti (if they did ) togive bey 
a briting of Divorce, And accordingly their 
Fallacy is detefed by Chriſt in his 4nſver to 
them. Moſes (did nor command, but meerly ) 
* /uffer'd you in your cuſtom of making une 
juſtifiable Divorcements. emo , he pere 
mitted, thatis toſay, he did not puniſh it; not 
allowing it as goo, but winking at it as the leſſer 
of two great evils. He ſuffer d itto be ſafe F 
in foro Soli; could not ſecure you fromthe {|

Gxilt, for which you muſt an{wer in foro Po- 
li. And why did he ſuffer what he could nor 
approve ? . Not for the ſoftneſs of your heads, 
which made you iznorant of your Duties, -bur 
for the hardneſs of your hearts, which made you 
reſolute not ro do them: you were ſo barba- 
rous and brutiſh uponevery ſlight ( auſe,(or Oc- 

| caſcon rather, ) that if you might nor put her a. 
Þay, you would uſe her worſe, You would 
many times beat and ſometimes murder,ſome- 

. times bury her alive, by bringing another i into 
her Bed. So that the Liberty of Divarce, hows- 
evera poyſen in it ſelf, was (through the hard- 
neſSof your bearts) permitted to you for an An» 
tidote : But from the Beginning it was not ſo. 
And you mult put a wide difference betwixe 

an Indulgence of Man, and a Law of Gad. To 
late the controverſic arighc, you muſt com- 
pare the fizit Precept with your cuſtomary Pra- 
tice; not reckoning as far as from Moſes onely, 
but as far as from Adam t00;you muſt not one- 
ly look forward from the year of the Creation 
2400. but backward from thence unto the 
year of the Creation. The way to underſtand 
the Huband's Duty cowards the YVVife, (and 

| ſo to reform, as notto innovate,) is to conſider

Thus our Saviour, being ſent to Reform the 
Fews made knownthe Rule of his Reformatis 
on, And the Leſſon which ic affords us is ( in my 
poor judgmenr Jofgreat Importance,For when 
the Dofrine or Niſcipline of our ( hurch eſta- 
bliſhthere in England ſhall be atcempred by the 
® Romma Ecclefiaſe (Orruptions of Moderne Phariſees, who hall af- 
bilet ali quam No- {ert againſt us(as theſe here did againſt our Sa- 
Nr G4 Viour)cithertheir forreign Superſtitions, ( to ſay 
Bot pee” NOWorle) or their domeſtick Profanations, (to, 
Hadrianum 4.) in ſay no more;) we cannotbetrer deal with them, 
Oyeinen$©24- then as our Saviour here dealt with the ancient 
Phariſees, that is, we cannot better put them ro-.

And firſtof all it concernes us to marke the 
Emphaſis, which our Ancient of dayes thought 
fic to put on the Beginning, that no inferior An- 
tiquity may be in danger to deceive us. For 
there is hardly afiy Here/ie or Uſurpation inthe 
Church, which may not truly pretend to ſome 
great Antiquity, though not ſo old as the Old a 
man, much leſle as the Old Serpent. (a) The p90: wha. nr.

But touching each of thoſe Erroars, (1 mean 
the Errors of their Praftice, as well as ?ud?- 
ment,) wecan lay with our Saviour in his pres 
ſent Correption of the Phariſees, (Whoſe. Er- 
ror was older and more asthentick, that is, by 
Moſes his permiſſion had more appearance of 
Authority, and moreto be pleaded in ics ex- 
cuſe, then thoſe we find in the Church of 
Rome,) that fron the beginnins it was not ſo, and 
we care not Whence they .come, unleſle they 
come from the Beginning. 

Indeed in matters of meer Indifference which 
are brought into the Government or outward 

| Diſcipline of the Church,every Church has the 
Liberty to make her own Conſtitutions, not 
asking leave of her Sifters , much lefs her 
(6ildren, onely they muft not be reputed as 
things without which there is no Salvation , nor 
be obtruded upon the People amongſt the 
Articles of cheir Faith. We are to look upon 
nothing 
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nothing ſo, buras it comes to us from the Be. 
ginning. 

And this has ever been the Rale (Tmean 
the warrantable Rule) whereby to improve or 
reform a Church. When E/dras was intent 
on the re-building of the Temple,he ſent notto 
Epheſus, much lcfle ro Rome; he did not imi- 
rare Diana's Temple, nor enquire into the 
Rituals of Numa Pompilius; but had recourſe 
for a Temple , to that of Solomon , and for a 
Ritual, ro that of Mes, as having both been 
preſcribed by Sod himſelf. And yet we know 
the Prophet Hagzai made the people ſteep their 
Foy in a ſhowre of Tears, by repreſenting how 
much the Copy had faln ſhort of the Original. 
The holy Prophets in the Old Teſtament, 
ſhewingthe wayto a Reformation, advisdche 
Princes and the People to aske after the old 
paths, and walk therein,as being the onely good 


1] way for the finding of ref unto their ſouls, Jer. 
6. 16, The Prophet I/aiah ſoughtto regulate 


what was amiſlſe amongſt the Fewes, by bid- 
ding them have recourle «nto the Law and the 
Teſtimony: ſhould nor a people feek unto their God?

from the Lord Himſelfe, 1 Cor. 11.23. And 
thus our Saviour in my Text, finding the
